Invitations have 
been sent to 206 
former soldiers 
and sailors who are 
members of the Gettysburg Post 
of 
the American Legion and also to the 
Arendtsville and New Oxford posts to 
send a delegation of three men each 
to the smoker and dance. 
As there 
is some possibility that a few of the 
invitations failed to reach their des­ 
tination the committee expects every 
man enrolled in the Gettysburg Post 
to come regardless of whether or not 
he has been officially invited. 
The cam mittee has requested each 
man to go accompanied to the dance

ing the action of the government in 
injunction proceedings against strik- 
ing bituminous coal .miners to be "so 
autocratic as to stagger the human 
mind," the executive council of 
the 


American Federation 
of Labor de- 


clared Sunday night in a statement 
issued after a four-hour meeting that 
'the miners' walkout 
was justified, 


-promised for the strike the eniire 
support of organized labor and asked 
aid and indorsement for it from the 
general public. . 


The Lever act, under which the 


^government acted 
in the court pro-: 


-ceedings never was enacted to apply 
to workers, the council asserted, and 
its use against the miners was classed 
as "an injustice not only to workers, 
but to all liberty loving Americans." 
The action was taken 
without the 


participation of William Green, gen- 
eral secretary of the mine workers, 
•who is a member, but 
all the re- 


maining principal 
officers of the A. 


F. of L. •were present. 


The statement characterized the ac- 


tion as "invasion of the rights 
of 


miners" intended to starve the min- 
ers into 
submission by cutting 
off 


their strike benefits and demanded the 
withdrawal of the injunction secured 
Saturday at Indianapolis "to restore 
confidence in the institutions of our 
country and respect to courts." 


"By all the facts in the case the 


miners' strike is justified," it con- 
cluded. "We indorse it. 
We are con- 


vinced of the justice of the miners' 
cause. 
We pledge to the miners -the j 


__Jtull support_Qf_the American Feder- 


ation of Labor and appeal to 
the 


workers and citizenship of our coun- 
try to give like indorsement and aid 
to the men engaged in this momen- 
tous struggle." 


The statement 
of the Executive 


Council, which members refused to 
interpret or discuss in any manner 
and which is addressed to "our fel- 
low-citizens and to our fellow-work- 
ers," follows: 


"The Executive Council is of the 


opinion that the officers of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers of America 
did 


everything in their power to avert 
this great industrial controversy. Of 
all the great industries in our coun- 
try there is none so dangerous to 
human life as the coal industry. The 
:,men who go down under the ground 
to dig coal, so that the domestic and 
industrial needs of the nation may 
be 
supplied, are 
engaged in work 


more hazardous than any other 'em- 
ployment. 
Due 
consideration 
has 


never been given to the danger sur- 
rounding the coal miners. 
There is 


no other class of employment where 
each individual worker is so isolated 
and in whose districts there is such 
a lack of opportunity for social in- 
tercourse and enjoyment. The 
dition of the miner and his family 
is such that 
he is practically de- 


prived not only of sunshine and fresh 
air, but to a certain extent he is de-
